1* Attached are the two lists you requested: (1) a list of 

NIC products from March 1977 to February 1981 and from March 1981 
to the present, and (2) an updated list of selected Directorate 
Intelligence products since 1982 (the list represents probably 
1/5 of total production during the period not including current 
intelligence and the serial periodicals). 

2. A couple of interesting statistics on the NIC 
products. During the period 1977-1981 there were 125 NIC 
products of which 78 were Interagency Intelligence Memoranda. In 
short, over a period of four years only 47 NIEs and SNIEs were 
prepared. From March 1981 to the present, there have been some 
200 NIC products of which 129 were NIEs or SNIEs. If we do a 
straight line pi. ojection, it means during a comparable four year 
period from 1981-1985 the NIC will have produced 225-250 
^ ^ ^ a ^ a 8 a tic y studies of all kinds, of which some 150 will have 
been NIEs and SNIEs (or double the overall production and triple 
the number of NIEs and SNIEs of the earlier period) . Needless to 
sa y> the NIE/SN1E is more complicated and more authoritative by 
virtue of requiring NFIB approval so that a trebling of their 
production with essentially t he s a m e size staff represents in my 
view an enormous achievement . T
